LETTER FROM-MR. BURLINGHAME, 
_ The State Departmiont at Washington has 
received the following letter from Mr Bur-- 
linghame, dated Shanghai, Deo. 11,: 1867: 
It ia the one referred to in our leader yeo- 
terday —- ~ : 

Sir,—You will have learned-from my te- 
legram from Peking of my-apppointment by. 
the Uhinesé Government as -envoy. tothe 
Treaty Powers, and of my acceptance of the 
samo. The facts in relation to the appoint- 
Tavnit aro as follows ; 1 was on the. Percipy,. 
proceeding to the treaty ports of China to 
ascertain what changes onr citizens. desired 
to have made iri the treaties, provided aro- 
vision should be- determined upon,. after 
which it was-my intention to resign and go 
home, . The knowledge.of this coming to 
the Chinese, Priuce Kung gave 4. farewell 
dinner, at which great regret was expressed. 
at my resolution to leave China, and urgent 
requests made that I would, like Sir Fre- 
derick Bruce, atate Chinn’s difficulties, and 


desire to be-friendly and progressive, - This 
Locheerfully promised to do. . During the 
conversation Wensiung, a leading man of 
the empiré, said—‘ Why: will you not .re- 
present us officially?” 1 repulsed. the sug- 
-gestion playfally,: and tho--conversation 
passed to other topics, Subsequently I was 
inforiied that the Chinese wero most desir- 
ous, and a request was made through. Mr 
Brown, Chinese Seeratary of the British 
Legation, that I should delay my doparture 
for a few days, until a propesition cauld be 
submitted to mo, - Thad no farther conver- 
sation with them until the proposition was 
made in form, regtesting me to act for them 
as ambassador to all the Treaty Powors. I 
had in the interim thought anxiously upor 
the subject, and after consultation with. my 
friends, determined, -in the interests of. onr 
country and civilisation, ‘to accept,’ The 
moment the position was formally tendered, 
Einformed my collexgnes of all the ‘facts, 
and am happy to say that thoy approved of 
the action of the Chinese, end did all they 


could to forward the interests. of the mis- 
sion, .J, M’Leary Brown, late Chinese Se- 
cretary of the British Legation, was persud- 
ded in the.common interest -to act as first 
secretary to the mission, and Mr Dechanips, 
a French gentleniau, who has agcompanied 
Ping on a visit to Europe, was ‘sclected -as 
second-secretary: Tio Chinese gentlemen 
of the highest rank wey selected’ from the 
Fareign-officd to cotiduct the ‘Chinése . cor- 
respondenes, and-as couriers. My suite will 
number about 30°persons.” I shall leave for 
the United. States by the return steamer for 
California, I limit mysolf in this note to 
the above brief.history of the mission, re- 
serving my reason for nocepting it to a par- 
sonal interview at’ Washington, I may be 
permitted to add, that.when the oldest. na- 
tion in tho world, -containing ‘one-third’ of 
Iyuman rave, seeks for tho first time'to come 
into relations with the West, and’ requests 
the youngest: nation through its repreaenta- 
tiveto act as a medium of such charge, 
the mission is one not to be solicited or re- 
jected. -DrS. Wolls Williams, for the sixth 
(ime, has been Jeft in charge of the United 
States Logation in China, and is in every 
tespect onmpetent. to conduet its affairs, 
Permit‘ me to request the Governinent niost 
earnestly. not to name my-sticcessor until I 
-can give it information, which may be use- 
ful iu-niaking’a seleotion.—l have the hon:

The Loudon Times publishes an interes- 
ting letter in regard to the discoveries in 
progress at-Jerusalom, from which we golect

The colossal foundations: of the temple 
which aré.** stones of.ton cubits and stones 
of eighf cubits,” laid by Solomon or his 
successors on the throne, acs. now boing 
lasd bare’at,the eiormons, depth of ninéty 


‘feet and more, beneath the presont surface. 


Tho bridge that once’ spduned ‘thé ravine 
between tho palaco on Zion and the. temple 
on Moriah, is now proved to have -beon 
uywards of one-hundred feet high, - If this. 
be asit seems, the ascent tothe house of 
the Lord which Solomon shoived ‘to‘ the 
Queen of Sheba, we cannot wonder that on 
seoing ‘it there was no more spirit in her, 
The. pinnacle of the ‘temple, on which:the 
tempter placed the Saviour,, has just ‘been 
‘uncovered to the base, and is found still to 
have an elevation of 136: feot. ‘The state-- 
mett of Josephius is therefore no ‘exaggera- 
tion, ‘If anyone looked from the battle. - 
ménts inte the valley he would be -giddy, 
while his sight could not reach to such’ an 
immense depth.” Sections. of the. ancidit 
Jvall of Ophel have been exhumed, showing 
that, as Josephus says, it was joined tothe 
southeast angle of the Tomple. “Aqueducts, 
cisterns, rockliewn chaunels, and’ passazes)- 
have. ‘also “been discovered within and 
around the harem, throwing new. light ou 
the buildings, the arrangemonts,.and the 
syrvices of the temple, = ts.
